FOR the purpose of requiring a telephone company to provide customers with an
opportunity to opt out of receiving telephone directories distributed by, or on
behalf of, the telephone company; requiring the Public Service Commission to
adopt regulations to carry out this Act; and generally relating to telephone
companies and the distribution of telephone directories.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Public Utility Companies
8-206.

(A) A TELEPHONE COMPANY SHALL PROVIDE EACH CUSTOMER WITH AN
OPPORTUNITY TO OPT OUT OF RECEIVING TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES
DISTRIBUTED BY, OR ON BEHALF OF, THE TELEPHONE COMPANY.

(B) THE COMMISSION SHALL ADOPT REGULATIONS TO CARRY OUT THIS
SECTION.
